Some think it unconstitutional, beinp 
in the nature of c'ass legislation, bu> 
the prevailing opinion is against that 
view, as they consider it more in the 
nature of a contract with the state 
The opinion prevails that it may defea' 
the very obj-ct intended by the bil', 
that instead of raising the standard of 
the teachers, 
it 
may bring those 


holding professional certificates dowr 
to the level of those having only pro 
visional certificates, by bringing the 
salary of the former down to a level of 
those holding only a provisional cer 
tificate, or a bare permit to teach in 
compliance with the law. The best 
mode of procedure would have baen te 
abolish the provisional certificates a^f 
then fixed a minimum salary. T ac^- 
ers should be better paid, but then i 
irrade of teachers comm'nsurate witl 
the salary pei I should ba demanded, 
and thus tha obj 'et of the bill would b. 
accomplished—i better qual'fied cla'f 
o' teachers wito salaries comm;nsura'i 
with the labors performed. 


There is a bill before the hou=e fix- 


ing the legal rate of intereat at five 
per cent., but it is not to disturb nor 
impair in any manner contracts made 
prior to the passage of this act 
It 


also makes it a misdemeanor to cha-ge 
more than five per cent, and also 
makes the person, doing so liable to B 
penalty of one thousand dollars acd tc 
undergo an imprisonment not exceed- 
ing two years in the county j ill, or 
both, at the discretion of fie court, f< r 
each offense. It seems a rather severe 
penalty for usury, especially when tbe 
rate of interest is so low.
